Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 


Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 
Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 


37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 


The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

The pending obviousness rejection was discussed with emphasis on the Sheriff teaching. Applicant asserted that the 
instant invention teaches the screening of compounds for potential development of a candidate cognitive enhancer 
compound. Applicant indicated that any CREB function stimulating agent other than forskolin can be added to the cells 
in the instant assay. Applicant further pointed out the salient features of the claimed method as follows; 
The selection of the candidate compound is based on the combination of the two comparisons as recited in step (d)(i) 
and (ii) of claim 1 as follows: 

1) Luciferase activity of "cells+forskolin+test compound" is significantly greater than that observed with 
"cells+forskolin". 

2) The activity of "Control cells + test compound" is not significantly different from the "control cells not contacted with 
any of the 2 agents (i.e. forskolin or test compound)". 

Applicant argued that Sheriff et al although has the data in figure 5 (in particular bars 1 and 2, 5 and 6), however, 
Sheriff neither demonstrated a comparative analysis with all experimental groups, nor taught the selection of a 
compound by analyzing the reporter activity of all groups. Basically, Sheriff did not teach the selection as recited in step 
(d) of claim 1 . Applicant also argued that NPY is not the test compound in their invention. 
Applicant agreed to make claim amendments for clarifying the steps.
